Thanks for all this - fascinating stuff. 

Sydney, (mike's grandpa), wasn't the one who had a different Dad. It's too 
easy to muddle generations up but in my memory, (and Janet, Mike's mum, 
might remember better), that that one was called George, was gay and doesn't 
appear on this tree at all, but he was either, (if he existed at all), an 
older half brother of Sydney, (Gilly), or the oldest half brother of 
Sydney's dad, John Henry who seems to have had 16 children, like his father 
Richard. Gilmours seem to go for large families. 

One of the cuttings says that Nancy, (or Anne Marguerite as she is called in 
the cuttings), had been drinking since she was injured somehow some years 
before. The cuttings aren't dated (they mention February), but Joan seems to 
think 1942 for Nancy's death and Jeffrey died of Leukemia in April 1942 so 
that could have had an effect. In 1942, Sydney was already married, Jeffrey 
was close to death at 24 and Doug was at Cambridge University so I'm not 
sure that Nancy could have been living there in South London with the three 
boys. On her own sounds more likely. I wonder why she didn't go to Bath with 
Sydney sr when he was evacuated there for his work. London must have been a 
bit dangerous with the bombing.
